Italian Count. 

Late foreign mails bring accounts of 
a fatal duel which occurred on the Ist 
instant, in Italy, between an Italian 
Count and Mr. Frederick Brewster, an 
American, who were at one time warm 
personal friends. The particulars are 
thus given: 

The Count Benedetto Vicenzo Sella 
was one of the highest and best branches 
of the late Duke of Parma’s famiiy. He 
was originally intended for the clerical 
profession, but te gown and tonsure 
proved too uninviting for oue of Bene- 
detto’s calibre, and he preferred to 
confine his ambition to the rank of an 
officer in the National Guards. On the 
23d ult., the Count and Mr. Brewster 
had an occasional meeting in the sala 
of the Leone d'Oto, in Leghorn, In this 
favorite resort, Benedetto and the 
American gentleman had formed 
through accidental meeting a warm in- 
timacy. It seemed to be the Ameri- 
can’s pride to acquire the most refined 
knowledge and accent of our language, 
as it was the Count’s failing to have an 
undue reverence for any persons from 
distant climates. A lively question arose 
concerning the purity of American pol- 
itics, and the Count employed most bit- 
ter words denunciatory of the same. 
The American demanded first as à cour- 
tesy that the broil should be ended, and 
the demand failing to be acquiesced in, 
Mr. Brewster aimed a stinging blow at 
the Count across the little table at 
which they sat. The Count fell back- 
ward for a moment, then suddenly 
springing to his fect he drew his sword. 
The mutual friends of the Count and 
the foreigner immediately interfered 
and exerted their every effort to recon- 
cile the combatants. Failing in this, 
they took the Count into another room 
and counseled Mr. Brewster ta retire. 

On the following morning the follow- 
ing note was presented to Mr. Brewster 
by one of the Count’s footmen : 

PALAZZO SELLA, July 24, 1872.—Sir: 
You have humiliated me in the presence 
of my friends and I cannot live without 
some effort to seek revenge. I therefore 
challenge you to mcet me on the field 
of honor on a day Which you will name, 
and under any circumstances you pro- 
pose. 
BENEDETTO VINEZO SELLA. 
Licut. Fifth Regiment National 
Guards. “Mr. Frederick Brewster.” 

The American sent the following brief 
reply. 

15 PALAZZX San Manco, July 24.— 
Sir: I willfight with pistols to-day on 
the Tuccan road.

Here their ſriends again interſered, 
and resolved that, should the affair be 
accomplished at all, it were better to do 
so amid proper surroundings.

The affair was kept in profound se- 
crecy by all connected with it, and the 
morning of the 1st of August came and 
found a party of gentlemen taking an un- 
usually early drive in two chaises toward 
the country. Having reached the little 
wood of Brunello, they alighted and 
bade the coachman return to Leghorn. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Ronolſi, of the 
Besaliers, and Mr. Chas. Lloyd, of 
Leghorn, were named by Mr. Brewster 
to act as his seconds. Capt. Lucca and 
Lieut. Marmo, of the National Guards, 
stood for the Count. The challerge 
and the reply were read by Lieut.-Col. 
Ronolfi ben acknowledged by the con- 
testants. 

Surgeon Parker stood beside Brew- 
ster, and Dr. Patti communed with 
Benedetto Sella. At five minutes to 8 
o’clock, the duelists remeved their out- 
side clothes, leaving nothing on their 
bodies but light undershirts. At two 
minutes to 8 a formal salute passed 
between them, and having drawn lots, 
they took their respective positions on 
a level plot of ground. A handker- 
chief was tied over the eyes of each. 
Turned aside to each other, the loaded 
revolvers were given to them,and when 
Captain Luca’s watch pointed to 8 he 
asked : 

“Are ye ready!“ | 

Two nervous voices said “Yes.” 

The words “One! two! three!” then 
ushered in the murder. 

“Uno!” the. pistols are clutched, and 
the arms slowly rise in the most proba- 
ble direction of each living target. 

“Due!” and both arms were rigidly 
fixed forward. Moments of terrible 
suspense ensue. 

“Tre!” and the pistols flashed almost 
simultaneously with the utterance of 
the deadly cue. 

A long, pitiful moan followed; then 
an ejaculation—“Oh my God !”—then 
nothing more. 

Bleeding and speechless the hand- 
some form of Benedetto Sella lay upon 
the grass. He was shot below the leit 
ear, and the bullet severed bis jugular 
vein.

The total number of passengers 
leaving New York by steamer for 
Europe from April Ist to July 31st 
amonnted to 18,308. The fares charged 
for the passage ranged from sixty-five 
dollars currency to one hundred and 
thirty dollars gold. It is estimated 
that one hundred and seventy dollars 
would be the fair average expense for 
the round trip, thus making $3,142,360 
as the sum required for the out and 
home passages of those persons who 
have crossed the Atlantic this spring 
and summer. 


Since the act cutting off iaformers’ 
moities went into effect, there has not 
been a single case of fraud or attempted 
evasion of the revenue laws reported at 
the Internal Revenue Bareau. It is al- 
leged that in ferreting out fraud, &c., 
the government officials constantly run 
a risk of assault, and without the incen- 
tive of reward they are not anxious to 
jeopardize their lives for the small pay 
received.

Acting Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Richardson recently submitted 
for the opinion of the Attorney-General 
the followlng question : “At what rates, 
in view ot the amendments of June 5th, 
1872, should internal revenue taxes be 
required upon tobacco which was stored 
in on export bonded warehouse on or 
since June 6th, 1872, when withdrawn 
for consumption or sale in this country?” 


is no way in which tobacco stored in a 
bonded warehouse between said date 
and the first of July can, after the latter 
date, be withdrawn for exportation 
witout a prepayment of the tax, for on 
the first of July the old law was re- 

ealed, and the right to withdraw to- 

acco after that date for exportation 
with respect to the time when it was 
stored is precisely the same as the right 
to withdraw tobacco for consumption 
or sale.

Now the question naturally arises, 
why is it, that at this age of our history, 

we maaitest so little concern in our own 

interest? And why are we to-day so, 
disunited, so unacquainted with each 

other, and so lacking in good system! 

I will give what, in my estimation, 

comprises & few of the most important 

reasons. 

First, the great cause is a total lack 

of education, the means by which it is 

to be obtained, and a desire on the part 

of mechanics to receive it when oppor- 

tunity atiords. This, no one will 

attempt to deny. Second, our represen- 

tatives to the State Legislature, in whose 

hands are the educational interests, 

have ever been almost without excep- 

tion, men from other walks in life, and 

for some umaccountable reason have 

never thought it of sufficient importance 

to give the matter of education a 

passing thought. Third, the North 

Carolina capitalists have, during our 

entire past history, blindly followed 

other pursuits to the total neglect of 

manufacturing, thus depriving the me- 

chanic of the only resource upon which 

he could rely to educate his children. 

With shame be it said nevertheles, 

that North Carolina capital has in 

many cases, actually been sent to other 
States for manufacturing purposes, I 

will mention one otherreason which we 
will call last, but not least, and which 
I am sorry tosay has much to do with 
our present embarassment. 

The miserable grovelling demagogue 
calling himsdt ‘politican and states— 
men,” (thank Godthere arein North 
Carolina many honorable exceptions !) 
have erer made it a specialty, by 
manipulation and other vile means, to 
decoy the unsuspecting mechanics into 
the degrading capacity of curbstone 
“bullies,” shep-door “talkers,” x roads 
“Bushwhackers,” hedge-row “ruflians” 
and the like, causing them to neglect 
their tamilies apd business tilt in 
thousands of instances, poverty led to 
degradation and crime, trom which one 
rarely ever escapes. It the uniortunate 
mechanic would only stop here it would 
do, but no. We find to our sorrow that 
now and then one imagines himself 
“called” to preach politics, and finding 
himself possessed of some little native 
talent,(amd in many cases but little,) 
he at once svellsup witha big speech 
to be delivered at the “lirst meeting” 
whether caled on or not. By thus 
meddling in what be does not under— 
stand, he becomes a ridiculous 
“laughing stock” aud brings shame on 
himself and his friends, Add to all 
this, social ostracism on one side, 
foreign competition on the other, 
idleness for lack of business, aud what 
is worse still, a reduction of wages tar 
below the standard of other States, and 
we have a faint idea of the very limited 
means of education amongst mechanics. 
Should it happen however, (which is 
seldom thecase) that through good 
fortune a mechanic is able, and does 
educate his sons, the invariable result in 
North Carolina is, they at once form 
false notions of “aristocracy,” shun 
those who should be their associates, 
seek the company of such as hate their 
origin, acqure a limited knowledge of 
some one of the “proiessions,’ and for 
lack of proficiency and a disposition to 
acknowledge their own sphere, pass 
their days in fruitless efforts to gain a 
livelihood. The cause of this is, that 
society, so called, has drawn a cruel 
line of distinction to the, exclusion of 
mechanics which does not exist in other 
States, where they form a large part 
ot what is termed the influential class. 
There, the daughters of mechanics are 
so thouroughly accomplished, as to be 
able to ailord pleasant entertainment 
for the most fastidious in society. Their 
sons through proficiency obtained in 
well regulated “public schools,” display 
a power and cloquence which not un- 
frequently clevates themselves to the 
highest pinnacle of fame, ana affords an 
independence which defies all opposition. 
And yet these “boys” never deem it a 
disgrace to follow their fathers’ occupa- 
tion or trade. 

For all these difliculties, North Caro- 
lina has hut one remedy, and that is a 
regular organized plan established by 
legislative enactment, not for a few 
months in the year simply, for perpetual 
schools, with, if necessary, law to enforce 
attendance. And I ask, what better in- 
vestment could our Legislature make in 
the interest of North Carolina than this ? 
The present system of no schools not 
only drives mechanics from the State, 
but prevents thousands from coming 
amongst us who with their superior at- 
tainments, would at once develope our 
unbounded resources, and thus relieve 
the State of her great indebtedness, I 
challenge contradiction to show that 
this happy result can be effected in any 
other way with as little embarrassment 
to the people. We have only to look 
abroad as before stated, and we see 
other States much younger, and with 
comparatively no resources, but who 
educate their mechanics, and the result 
is plain to be seen. They remove every 
obstacle in the way of prosperity, meet 
every diſliculty, and there is no mechan- 
ical achievement they will not under- 
take at any cost. Think of it, States- 
men! Generous Philanthropists, think 
of it; and give your influence to this 
great enterprise so long neglected in our 
good old State. Briag its keen neces.

and you will thereby be induced to do 
a noble work.
